CHANGES  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  present  Commissioners  assumed  office  on  May  7th,  1900, 
having  been  appointed  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  for  two 
years  each,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly,  passed  at  the  January  session  of  1900,  and  or- 
ganized immediately  by  electing  George  M.  Upshur,  President, 
and  Edward  H.  Fowler,  Treasurer.

Statements  herewith  submitted  (Nos.  8  to  21)  show  the  grades  in  which 
vacancies  occurred  and  the  appointments  made,  together  with  names, 
dates,  etc. 

COMMENDATION. 

There  were  commended  for  especial  meritorious  work  72  mem- 
bers in  1900,  and  27  in  1901.  The  showing  for  1901  is  much 
less  because  it  was  found  that  the  trend  of  recommendation  in 
such  matters  pointed  to  an  undue  appreciation  of  the  ordinary  duty 
of  a  policeman,  and  the  Board  found  it  necessary,  in  order  to  make 
its  commendation  of  any  real  value  as  a  stimulation  to  the  force, 
to  raise  the  standard  of  merit  in  the  consideration  of  recom- 
mendations. (See  Statements  Xos.  22  and  23  for  names  and 
grades  of  officers  commended.) 

TRIALS- 

During  1900  there  were  before  the  Board  245  cases  of  charges 
against  officers  of  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
department,  neglect  of  duty,  etc.,  and  318  such  cases  in  1901 ;  total, 
563,  as  against  726  in  the  previous  two  years. 

Of  the  563  complaints  56  were  not  sustained.  Thirty  members 
of  the  force  were  dismissed,  3  reduced  in  rank,  212  fined,  30  repri- 
manded, 2  cautioned,  3  transferred  to  another  district  and  227 
excused.  Amount  of  fines  imposed  in  1900  was  $718,  and  in  190 1 
$1,547.28,  total  $2,265.28,  while  for  the  years  1898  and  1899  the 
amount  was  $1,143.  Statements  Nos.  24  and  25  give  the  charges 
and  findings  in  detail. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  force  is  very  good  and  steadily  improving-. 
The  Board  has  in  preparation  and  near  completion  a  new  book  of 
rules  and  regulations,  to  include  a  compendium  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  the  enforcement  of  which  de- 
volves upon  the  police,  together  with  ample  explanation  and 
instruction  as  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  police.  As  soon 
as  this  new  manual  is  published  the  Board  will  institute  a  school  of 
instruction,  with  competent  instructors.  A  policeman  to  be  effi- 
cient must  be  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  the  laws  he  is 
expected  to  execute ;  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  scope  and 
limitations  of  his  powers,  a  pride  in  his  work  and  a  desire  to  reflect 
credit  on  the  department  by  his  personal  appearance  and  his 
deportment.  The  class  instructions  will  embrace  these  essentials, 
and  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  improvement  will  follow  the  teach- 
ings in  the  school  referred  to,  taken  in  connection  with  close 
inspection  and  a  continuation  of  strict  enforcement  of  disciplinary 
measures. 

PERMITS  FOR  SALE  OF  LIQUOR. 

By  the  provisions  of  Section  682,  Chapter  123,  Acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  1898,  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  is  prohibited  at 
any  other  than  the  place  for  which  license  is  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Liquor  License  Commissioners,  and  between  the  hours  of 
12  o'clock  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  except  upon  permit  issued  by  this 
Board,  which  is  empowered  to  authorize  any  licensed  dealer  to  sell 
at  any  bona  fide  entertainment  of  any  society,  club  or  corporation 
between  such  hours  as  the  Board  may  designate- 
There  were  issued  480  such  permits  during  1900  and  447  in 
1 901,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  these  permits  amounted  to 
$1,503  in  1900  and  $2,230  in  1901.  (See  Statement  No.  26.)  The 
fee  was  raised  in  April,  1900,  by  the  Acts  of  1900,  from  one  to  five 
dollars. 

PERMITS  FOR  PUBLIC  DANCES,  ETC. 

Chapter  269  of  the  Acts  of  1900  provides  that  no  public  dance, 
soiree,  masked  ball,  boxing  or  athletic  contest,  or  public  entertain- 
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ment  of  like  kind,  to  or  for  which  an  admission  fee  shall  be 
charged,  shall  be  given  or  permitted  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
except  upon  condition  that  a  license  or  permit  fee  of  not  less  than 
five,  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  shall  first  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  Two  hundred 
and  thirty-six  permits  of  the  character  referred  to  were  issued  in 
1900  and  551  in  1901.  The  revenue  from  the  issue  of  these  per- 
mits was  $1,300  in  1900  and  $3,345  in  1901.  (See  Statement 
Xo.  27.) 

ARRESTS. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  all  offenses  was  30,823  in  1900,  and 
31,423  in  1901  ;  total,  62,246,  as  against  61,432  for  the  previous 
two  years,  or  an  increase  of  815,  which  is  a  fraction  less  per  thou- 
sand of  population  than  for  1898  and  1899.  The  arrests  for  lar- 
ceny, burglary  and  robbery  were  appreciably  less,  about  8  per 
cent.,  while  in  peace  cases  the  aggregate  was  about  the  same,  de- 
spite the  increase  in  number  of  inhabitants.  Apprehensions  for  in- 
fractions of  the  law  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  liquor  and  main- 
taining gambling  devices  or  houses  increased  more  than  50  per 
cent.  This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  these  forms  of  violations 
were  more  frequent  in  the  past  two  years  in  any  such  proportion, 
if  at  all.  It  is  the  result  of  more  effective  measures  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law.  The  recent  decisions  of  the  courts,  that  exclu- 
sively gambling  devices  may  be  seized  and  confiscated  wherever 
found,  whether  in  operation  or  not  at  the  time  of  discovery,  has 
enabled  the  department  to  rid  the  city  entirely  of  the  nickel-in-the- 
slot  gambling  machine.  There  were  seized  during  1900  and  1901 
fifty-four  of  these  machines,  as  against  nineteen  in  the  two  years 
immediately  preceding.  This  has  deterred  further  distribution  of 
this  sort  of  gambling  contrivance. 

A  statement  is  herein  included  (No.  37)  which  gives  the  number 
of  arrests,  with  the  population  of  the  city,  the  strength  of  the 
force,  etc.,  for  each  of  the  past  twenty  years,  by  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  percentage  of  arrests  to  the  population  of  Baltimore 
was  less  during  the  past  two  years  than  for  any  previous  succeed- 
ing two  years  in  the  period  mentioned.

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MISCELLANEOUS  WORK. 

The  work  of  the  police  outside  the  prevention  of  crime  and 
arrest  of  offenders  is  so  varied  that  it  cannot  be  referred  to  herein 
fully  or  specifically,  but  statements  herewith  transmitted,  Nos.  28 
to  51,  will  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  police 
throughout  the  period  covered  by  this  report.  Attention  may, 
however,  be  invited  particularly  to  the  following : 


CENSUS  OF  BUILDINGS. 

At  the  request  of  those  interested  in  real  estate  matters  in  Bal- 
timore, the  Board  caused  the  police  to  take  a  census  of  buildings 
of  the  different  kinds,  occupied  and  vacant,  in  May,  1900,  and 
again  in  December,  1901.  The  results  of  those  enumerations  are 
shown  in  detail  in  Statements  Nos.  46  and  47.  In  May,  1900,  the 
total  number  of  buildings  in  Baltimore  was  105,994,  and  in  Decem- 
ber, 1901,  the  number  was  108,179,  an  increase  of  2,185,  while  the 
aggregate  of  buildings  vacant  decreased  1,473. 


CENSUS  OF  VOTING  POPULATION. 

Section  17,  Chapter  202,  of  the  Acts  of  1896,  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  Board  to  take  a  census  of  the  legal  voters  resident  in  Balti- 
more between  the  first  of  September  and  the  commencement  of  the 
registration  in  each  year.  Statement  No.  49  shows  the  voting  pop- 
ulations to  have  been  as  follows  :

WORK  OF  THE  POLICE  SURGEONS. 

A  comparative  statement  is  attached  of  the  work  of  the  Police 
Surgeons  for  1900  and  1901.  This  exhibit  is  interesting  in  that 
it  names  the  diseases  by  which  members  of  the  department  were 
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incapacitated  from  duty,  the  time  lost  on  account  of  same,  as 
well  as  the  examinations  of  applicant,  etc.,  etc. 

BUREAU  OF  IDENTIFICATION. 

The  Bureau  of  Identification  was  established  in  July,  1900. 
Prior  to  that  time  the  Bertillon  system  of  identification  was  used 
measurably  in  the  department,  but  the  Bureau  of  Identification 
not  only  includes  the  operation  of  the  Bertillon  system,  but 
embraces  the  compilation  and  filing  of  records  and  all  information 
relating  to  criminals  of  the  professional  class  and  others  arrested 
for  any  serious  felony  whose  records  and  photographs  may  be 
useful  for  reference  here  and  elsewhere.  This  bureau  is  becom- 
ing daily  more  valuable  as  an  aid  to  criminal  investigation  and 
prosecution.  Some  idea  of  its  usefulness  may  be  gathered  from 
the  following: 

Number  of  persons  measured  and  photographed  and  records 
made  up  and  distributed  throughout  the  department  was,  in 

1900,  137;  in  1901,  337.  The  number  of  communications  sent  to 
other  cites  as  to  records  of  criminals,  etc.,  was,  in  1900,  899 ;  in 

1 90 1,  1,854.  Number  of  communications  received  from  other 
cities  as  to  such  records  was,  in  1900,  268;  in  1901,  534.  The 
Bureau  of  Identification  also  prepares  and  issues  daily  to  the 
members  of  the  force  lists  of  unidentified,  lost  and  stolen  prop- 
erty, descriptions  of  missing  persons,  etc- 

The  records,  photographs  and  data  of  criminals  are  so  filed  in 
this  bureau  as  to  be  referred  to  readily  by  the  members  of  the 
force  and  are  presented  to  the  court  at  the  time  of  trial.  Many 
offenders  are  now  serving  long  terms  of  penal  servitude  who 
would,  but  for  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification,  have  got- 
ten off  with  lighter  sentences  and  be  free  earlier  to  resume  their 
victimizing  trades.
